$1,250,000 divided between the contractors.

These contracts are for pumping, hauling, disposal, and maintenance of grit traps, septic tanks, and drain 
fields at multiple City Department’s locations throughout the city to manage odor and health issues. The 
contractors will pump, haul, and dispose of the waste collected in accordance with the City’s Zero Waste 
initiative focusing on minimizing environmental impact and helping eliminate toxins that create hazards to 
workers, citizens, wildlife, and the environment. 



The current contract expires November 25, 2018. The requested authorization amount was determined 
using departmental estimates based on historical spend and future usage. One of the recommended 
contractors is the current provider for these services.
